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SECTION  7. 

SYNOPSIS 

I  now  pr.5pose  to  introduce  evidence  in 
support  of  the  seventh  soctlon  of  this  phase.  This  section 
relates  to  treatment  of  prisoners  of  war  and  civilian 
Internees  by  the  Japanese  in  the  com  ee  of  transportation  by 
sea.  Ihts  evlaence  consists  of  twenty  affidavits,  1  also 
refer  the  Tribunal  to  e\ldence  already  given  by  various 
witnesses,  and  the  evidence  that  will  ba  given  by  subsequent 
witnesses  in  other  sections  of  this  phase  insefer  as  it  relates 
to  such  treetront, 

(a)  I  tender  for  identification  I.P.f.  Document  No. 

This  is  an  affidavit  made  jointly  by  Sergeant  haymond  C. 
Richardson  and  Technical  Sergeant  John  G«  Lurd-'ch  both  of 
W.  S.  Army  Air  Corps.  I  offer  in  evidence  those  parts  of 
the  affidavit  which  have  been  translated.  They  are  indicated 
on  left  hand  margin  of  document. 


The  affidavit  shows  that  on  2nd.  October.  1^42,  §bout  1900 
American  prisoners  of  war  were  forced  Into  2  large  holds  and 
one  smal]  hold  of  the  Tottori  L'aru  et  Manilla,  They  were  so 
tightly  packed  that  cnly  three-quarters  of  the  prisoners  could 
lie  down  at  once.  The  ventilation  was  absolutely  inadequate. 

Six  latrines  only  were  allotted  for  the  use  of  1900  men  most 
of  whom  were  suffering  from  dysentery.  The  daily  ration  was 
six  soda  crackers  and  a  canteen  of  w'ater.  After  eight  days 
the  ship  reached  Formosa  where  a  number  of  Japanese  troops 
disembarked.  As  a  result  the  prisoners  had  mire  room  but  were  , 
still  overcrowded;  and  three  mere  latrines  were  made  available. 

The  ration  was  increased  by  e  dish  of  rice  per  man  per  day. 

No  medical  supplies  or  facilities  were  made  available  throughout 
the  Journey  which  ended  at  Osaka  on  11  November,  1942.  Fifteen  ? 
prlsoneis  of  war  died  as  a  result  of  the  conditions  on  the  •  ' 
ship  end  the  lack  of  medical  supplies.

The  first  four  peiagraphs  of  this  affidavit  tell  of  the 
embarkation  130C  Eiitlsh  and  Dutch  prisoners  of  v.’er  at  Singapore 
on  27  June,  nnd  their  joiuney  to  I’anlila  Bay  on  a  700v^ 

ton  freigthsr.  All  were  thin,  emaciated,  half-starvod  and 
riddled  with  diseases  such  as  dysentery,  malaria  and  heri  beri. 
They  were  almost  fxakod »  They  were  jercred  into  two  holds  and 
were  so  tightly  packed  that  sveups  took  it  In  turns  to  huddle 
In  a  corner  while  others  lay  down.  The  atmosp.  ere  inside  the 
holds  wes  stifling.  There  were  insufficient  latrine  facilities 
on  deck  and  none  at  all  in  the  holds.  Ken  too  weak  to  go  on 
dock  excreted  where  they  lay.  I  will  now  read  paragraphs 
6,  7,  8  and  9  of  tho  affidavit.

The  affidavit  desorlle'i  a  voyage  on  a  1000  ton  freighter  from 
Singapore  to  -Oaigon  from  2nd.  February  to  7th  February,  19''-5» 
Two  thousand  British  prisoners  and  3OO  Javanese  were  crenraed  so 
tightly  that  It  was  almost  impossible  to  move.  The  atmosphere 
in  the  holds  wes  suffocating.  The  m^ajorlty  had  dysentery  end 
were  too  week  to  move  to  the  latrines,  The  Ja/anaoe  were  dying 
at  the  rate  of  six  a  day.  hatlons  consisted  of  rice  and  water. 
The  Japtnese  ate  the  Allied  hed  Cross  rations.  No  provision  was 
I'ede  for  the  sic ,

The  affidavit  states  that  a  draft  cf  I8CO  Ei Itish  prisoners  of 
war  were  emberhed  at  Batavia  on  c  5OOO  ton  ship  on  2lst,  October, 
1942,  A  large  nar;ber  were  not  in  a  fit  state  to  travel,  many 
were  stretcher  cases  end  100  to  200  collapsed  on  the  march  to 
tl'e  dock.  The  prisoner  were  cramred  down  from  hatchways.  They 
were  r>o  tightly  packed  that  it  was  Imipofsible  to  lie  down. 

Those  immediately  under  the  hatchways  were  drenched  every  tire 
it  rained,  Sickriess  increased  and  Uie  prisoners  formed  an 
emergency  hospital.  Neither  blankets  nor  medical  supylies  were 
provided . 
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On  the  morning  of  26to  October  at  Singapore  the  prisoners  were 
disembarked  and  hosed  down.  They  were  then  marched  to  the 
roadside.  Here  they  were  ordered  to  take  down  their  trousers 
and  a  glass  rod  was  inserted  in  each  man's  anus.  This  was  done 
In  mi  public  view.  On  25th  October,  1081  of  these  prl“n«S 
*®te  transhipped  to  arothor  ship  of  5^00  tons.  The  chin  sailed 
on  ^e  following  day.  Conditions  were  similar  to  thoso  on
